Proceeds for Free Scholarships. 


It is intended to apply the proceeds of last 
night’s concert towards defraying the expenses 
of the free scholarships, but the expenses were 
so great and the admission fees so small that 
there will be little left. Of the 1,200 pupils 7 
are free, recruited from the various public 
schools on the recommendation of the music 
teachers, and selected so far as possible from 
families where the payment of the ordinary 
fees would come as a hardship. There are 450 
pupils in the chorus who pay $ for a course of 
lessons, but the experience of Mr. Tomlins has 
been that the greatest efficiency is secured 
from the free pupils, who seidom, if ever, 
miss a lesson. The children are divided into 
six classes, and each class receives two lessons 
a week of two hours each. The training 
has now extended over a period of two years, 

and will be continued for another year, mak- 
ing a total of three years of careful training 
before the concerts are given m the World's 
Fair grounds.

Itasca is a rural village situated on the Chi-

} cago, Milwaukee and St, Paul railroad, Elgin 


Division, and is distant from icago Union 
Depot e wenty-one and two-tenths 
miles. iatter fact was ascertained from 


the sign in front of the railroad station in the 
village. 

There were something over 300 persons in 
Itasca at the last census, This was learned 
from one who knows. He didn’t know how 
many persons live there now, however, and so 
confessed. The people of the town are, as a 
rule, quiet and unobtrusive, sending their 
milk to Chicago via the milk trains or to the 
butter factory near the station. The town 
also boasts of a sawmill, two churches, a sa- 
loon and variety store, two grocery stores, and 
a military band. One important fact con- 
cerning the make-up of the town remains to 
be told. 

When nature with its careful hand prepared 
the site for the town it ran acreek through 
the middle. Since the recollection of the old- 
est inhabitant the Germans have lived on the 
south side of the creek, while the north-siaers 
have been mostly English. Three years ago 
a careful count showed that gufficient inhabit- 
ants were roundabout to incurporate as a vil- 
lage. But sad was the day of incorporation, 
for no longer after that did peace find its 
abode in that place. The south-sters were 
forthwith designated as living oe the 
Rhine,” though they couldn't see why 
the north-siders weren't in the same fix. 
At. the first election three south-siders and 
three north-siders were elected as trustees. 
The President was also a north-sider. The 
Germans were headed by the saloonkeeper, 
William Baruth, with all the appliances and 
appurtenances pertaining thereto, 

Discovered That a Majority Rules.

Forthwith an enmity more deadly than before 
fixed itself in the hearts of those Germans. 
They even wouldn’t speak to north-siders 
when they met them on the road, Four 
trustees out of the six formed a quorum. If 
one from either side staid from the meeting 
the other side would have a majority; if one 
German had to stay away all the Germans 
would and so spoil the quorum. The English 
trustees played the game trick. When trustee 
meetings were held it was astonishing how 
good or how poor the attendance was. Always 
six, three, or none at all were there. The 
south-siders wanted improvements in the 
Rhenish district, but not so with the north- 
siders, who owned much of the property south 
of the Rhine and would have to pay for the 


im provements.

The retaliation came when the Americans 
wanted a new sidewalk, for a decided objec- 
tion was made by the Township Street Com- 
missianer, a south-sider, who refused to build 
the walk, and the north-siders had to go else- 
where to get it done. These lovable trustees 
for the last year were as follows: Over-the 
Rhines, W. N. Baruth, ‘the saloon politician ; 
William Pieper, and William Wischstedt. 
The Anti-Rhinds were F. H. Smith; Mr. Law- 
rence, and Mr. Carr. The President of the 
village has been Mr. Chessman. 

Kxcitement in Plenty. 

In all the ways referred to the people of 
Itasca have been furnished abundant material 
for excitement and interest and in a village 
otherwise intended to furnish milk and butter 
for Chicago. In fact, the station agent at 
Itasca expressed the situation when he said 
that the election is held every year and the ex- 
citement starts six months before election and 
subsides six months after. 

Election day comes around again April 19, 
and itis the turn of the north side to elect 
two trustees and the south side one. But 
Baruth’s following don’t think so. They 
want to run matters a little, and they are go- 
ing to try to shut out one of the north side 
candidates and in his place put one of their 
own liking. James H. Carrand James Lake 
are the candidates for the north side, and to 
the south of the creek the old trustee, Will- 
iam Wischstedt, whose term has expired, and 
H. Thieman, a new candidate, will run. Both 
sides are vonfident. Last year there were 
fifty-one votes cast, being all that there were 
to cast. This year that number has been m- 
creased, and exactly fifty-five. votes will be 
polled if all goes well. The tifty-one votes of 
last year, still stand twenty-six for North 
America and twenty-five for South Germany. 
ut the four new ones? Investiga- 
tion shows that two of the young men of the 
parish have turned their 2lst year since the 
last election and two of the residents have 
new hired hands.

LATTER-DAY SAINTS 


Member Mays of the Quorum of the Seren- 
ities Denounces Mormonism. 

Inpgerenpsence, Mo., April 6.— The annual 
conference of the Reorganized Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-Day Saints began here 
today. Eight hundred delegates were present 
from all parts of the world and nearly every 
State in the Union. President Joseph Smith, 
the urophet, was chosen presiding officer, and 
W. W. Blair Associate President. Church 
Recorder Stebbins was elected Secretary. 
The Committee on Credentials reported 871 
delegates. The Quorum of the Twelve re- 
ported that the office of District President 
found authority in the revelations but not in 
the epistles. It was ordered that the epistles 
be amended to correspond with the revela- 
tions. | 

The church has increased during the year by 
the addition of 2,632 members. Wales and 
the South Sea Islands wanted another mis- 
sionary. 

The Quorum of the Twelvesubmitted a sup- 


plementary report on the question of baptism ' 


after death. The report stated that that doc- 
trine had been frequently taught in the past 
and recommended that it be included in the 
church’s doctrine, but not until a special rev- 
elation has been received on the subject. It 
is expected that such a revelat:on will be re- 
ceived at the present conference. 

The sensation of the session today was the 
reading of a letter from D. H. Mays, a prom- 
inent member of the Quorum of the Seren- 
ities, repudiating Mormonism generaliy and 
tendering his resignation from the quorum.

The Tombigbee is above ail previous high- 
water marks, overflowmg its banks, the water 
spreading out over the country for miles on 
either side, domg great damage. At Aber- 
deen the river has overflown its banks for the 
first time in many years. The water has cov- 
ered several streets in that city. It is still 
raining. 

-Sprinegriztp, Mo., April 6.— Reports just 
received from Shannon County report a ter- 
rific cloudburst Sunday night at Winona, 
twelve miles from Ozark. A branch of the 
Gulf railroad is swept away and fifteen miles 
of its branch are gone, not a trace of ties or 
rails being left. The bottom lands have been 
left with two feet of sand covering them. 
Many houses and miles of fences are carried 
off. The water was six feet deep in the resi- 
denees of Winona.

GLEANINGS IN LOCAL FIELDS 


Did Not Carry Out the Law. 

Judge Baker yesterday scored the jury in 
the case of Brisco, who was convicted of as- 
saulting Attorney Edward Walker. Brisco 
was tried for burglary under the Habitual 
Criminal act. In instructing the jury Judge 
Baker told them that should they find Brisco 
guilty they would have under the law to fix 
the penalty at twenty years.

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PALMER SAYS THE COMMISSION 
AND DIRECTORY MAY CLASH. 


Chairman Dockery Asks Some Significant 
Questions of the | President of the Na- 


ter of Salaries; for Heads of World’s 
Fair Departments. Secr tary Culp Gives 
the Estimates fer the Cost of Ceremo- 
nies—Other Matters Heard, 

The subcommittee of the House Committee 
on Appropriations gained a good deal of more 
or less valuable inforniation about the World’s 
Fair at its session yesterday when several im- 


Palmer and Solicitor-General Butterworth 
made extended statements and the estimates 
of Secretary Culp of the joint Committee on 
Ceremonies were sharply scrutinized. 

President Palmer outlined the scope of the 
National Commission, gave a short history of 
its acts, and explained the items of its ex- 
penditures together with the estimates of 
amounts needed in the future, Chairman 
Dockery finaily propounded the query: 

Is there any question of jumsdiction at is- 
sue between the directory and the National 
Commission!“ 

We see a cloud which may spread over the 
whole sky.“ was the answer. * 

There is an estimate of $2,382,000 for the 
conduct of the fifteen departments of the Ex- 
position to its close, Now what is the authori- 
ty of the National Commission for undertak- 
ing this?’’ : 

President Palmer quoted Sec, 6 of the law 
defining the powers of the commission.

Chairman Dockery asked a few more ques- 
tions in the same general line, indicating that 
he was not much inclined to agree toa rec- 
ommendation to Congress that these salaries 
should be paid out of the appropriations. At 
the close President Palmer said that Commis- 
sioner St. Clair would make a statemert to 
the committee on the question of jurisdiction 
today. President Palmer explained the esti- 
mates needed for the meetings of various 
committees. He thought $1,200 was little 
enough for a meeting of the Committee on 
Awards. On that committee may hang all 
the law and the Nr he said, — 
its work depended the awards in the greatest 
exposition of the world occupying eleven- 
twelfths of the entire report. 

Solicitor-General and Secretary Butterworth 
was asked to produce today all compacts be- 
tween the directory and the National Com- 
mission, as well as any legal opinions sub- 
mitted as to the question of jurisdiction.

Butterworth gave a comprehensive view of 
the work of the legal department. He said it 
drew all contracts with persons desiring to ex- 
hibit; gave legal opinions on law points aris- 
ing between the directory and persons having 
business with it; on the rights of exhibiters 
as affected by trademarks and copyrights; on 
the riparian mghts of the Exposition on the 
shore of Jackson Park.

GIVE THE PROPERTY-OWNERS A VOICE. 

Prior to the annexation of the Village of 
Hyde Park its board passed an ordinance pro- 
viding that no license should be issued to a 
saloonkeeper except with the consent of a ma- 
jority of the property-owners in the block. It 
is understood that at the Council meeting this 
evening an ordinance will be introduced mak- 
ing this provision apply to the whole city, and 
it is reported that it will get the votes of some 
of the Aldermen who have hitherto treated the 
saloons with great respect and been careful to 
avoid doing anything which did not meet with 
the approval of the Saloonkeepers' Associa- 
tion. 

One thing which has had considerable influ- 
ence with some of the Aldermen was the vote 
in West Roseland on the question whether the 
prohibition district ordinance should be re- 
pealed, A petition asking that the matter be 
voted on was signed by nearly half of the reg- 
istered voters of the district, but when the bal- 
lots were counted Tuesday it was found that 
78 voted for repeal—a much smaller number 
than had signed the petition—and 178 against 
it. While the breweries and their agents were 
able to coerce men into Signitig the petition 


they could not go into the election booths 


with them and mark their ballots. 

This has satisfied some of the Aldermen 
that the Australian ballot has stripped the sa- 
loonkeepers of a good deal of the power they 
possessed, that they do not control as many 
votes as they did, and that it might be a good 
idea to cater to another element a li:tie more. 
Such an ordinance as the one mentioned 
above ought to be passed, thus putting it in 
the power of property-owners to defend their

SILVER IN THE SENATE. 

The discussion of the silver question has 
been transferred from the House to the Sen- 
ate. It is on the Senatorial calendar, from 
which it may be called at any time desired by 
a sufficient number of friends to the proposi- 
tion for free silver coinage. It is to be hoped 
that if argued the question will be well con- 
sidered and on its actual merits. There 
should be no suppression of the facts, either 
in regard to production, the cost of it, the 
probable supply, or the intimate relation of 
the problem with commercial relations, both 
foreign and domestie. No friend of the right 
need fear that the cause of truth will suffer 


a 


case. 

If those facts be properly stated it will be 
evident to every unprejudiced listener and 
reader that two standards of value—one of 
gold and the other of silver—cannot possibly 
be maintained in this or any other country 
under a free coinage of silver unless there be 
first established an international free coinage 
union of all the leading civilized powers, 
whereby a uniform ratio of weight between 
equal values of the two metals shall be fixed, 
and under such free coinagy both metals must 
be made an unlimited legal tender in each of 
the countries which are made parties to the 
monetaty bund. There is no other practica- 

ie device by which free silver dollars can be 
kept at parity with gold dollars on any ratio 
that may be named, since from the very 
nature of the case the commercial ratio of 
value between the two metals must be con- 
tinually:subject to variation. 

In thé absence of any such international 
agreement the only way by which free silver 
coinage could be prevented from driving gold 
out of circulation in this country, and thereby 
establishing silver monometallism, would be 
for Congress to enact that the free silver dol- 
lars shall be legal tender to the amount of 
their bullion value in terms of gold. Under 
this rule they would now be legal tender for 
about 67 cents, or in the ratio of three silver 
dollars for two dollars in gold. If this plan 
were followed free coinage might be safely 
adopted in the United States, the government 
would redeem its silver certificates with 
enough silver to equal their face value in gold, 
and both metals would thereafter circulate 
side by side at their respective values, corre- 
sponding to their purchasing power. By 
adopting this method of dealing with the sil- 
ver problem the country would have free 
coinage of both gold and silver, and the more 
the better. No act of Congressional violation 
of contracts, repudiation of obligations, or 
confiscation of propertv would take place. All 
silver certificates outstanding would be re- 
deemable in a sufficient amount of silver to 
equal their face value in gold, and silver could 
once more be exported in payment of foreign 
indebted ness, 

If in the absence of an international agree- 
ment for free coinage of silver the Senators 
of the United States have any better, more 
honest, or fairer scheme for keeping both 
metals in circulation, and for preventing free 
silver from expelling the gold from circula- 
tion, they are respectfully requested to bring 
it forward, If they can think of any other 
plan by which the people can be saved from 
commercial panic and the Nation from finan- 
cial dishonor while adopting the free coinage

Those certificates are now maintained 
at par only by the sustaining power of the 
gold in the Treasury, which the government 
is virtually pledged to use so as to preserve the 
purchasing power of the silver dollar on the 
gold basis. If some such amendrient be not 
adopted it will not be a great while before the 
Treasury will find itself unable to redeem 
those certificates with gold when demanded. 
Already the stock of gold is running very low 
and that of silver accumulating to still more 
formidable dimensions. At almost any mo- 
ment the Treasury may have to resort to the 
redemption of those certificates in silver, and 
then, in the absence of the suggested amend- 
ment, they would at once drop down to about 
two-thirds of their present purchasing power. 
The silver insects would then have secured 
what Bland w unable to give them—namely: 
a 67-cent silver dollar, an expulsion of our 
gold money from the channels of circulation, 
and a debased silver monometallism, with the 
swindling of millions of creditors out of one- 
Those are the evils lying 
in the gulf that yawns in front of us, which 
ean only be closed by a resolve to be honest 
in our treatment of silver, both in its handling 
by the Treasury and in the hands of the pec 
ple. 
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“THE “MISSING VOTERS, 

Either the registry lists or the voters are at 
fault—perhaps both, Ibe total number of 
names on the revised and corrected registry is 
208,021. The total number of votes cast was 
133,257. The election was one of great impor- 
tance. Half the membership of that body 
which levies the mass of the taxes which the 
people have to pay and which looks after all 
those matters touching thern the most closely, 
such as protecting their persons and property, 
supplying them with water, and attending to 
the cleaning and lighting of the streets, was to 
be chosen. The charges of Aldermanic 
boodling had culminated in the indictment of 
nine Aldermnea.

But in 
the Sixth Ward, which does not rank as high 
m the social scale as the three others, the ab- 
senteeism was but A per cent. The residents 
of that district took more interest in public 
affairs than thosé of the better wards. 


The people who keep away from the polls 


not the toughs. They exercise their vot- 
privilege always to the fullest extent. 
Those who stay away belong to a different 
class. They are the individuals who groan 
over the election of bad men to the Council, 
scold because municipal affairs are not de- 
cently managed, and yet wiil not take the 
least trouble to improve things by voting for 
good men. Much of the responsibility for 
municipal misgovernment rests on the men 
who think it beneath their dignity to turn out 
except at a Presidential election. : 

THE SPRING REPUBLICAN VICTORIES. 

The spring elections have resulted in gratify- 
ing victories for the Republicans in the three 
States of Ohio, Wisconsin, and Michigan, 
Were the contest was most general and the 
party lines most closely drawn. In Michigan 
the municipal and township elections have re- 
sulted not only in victories for the party but in 
handsome Republican gains in both penin- 
sulas. Outside of Detroit every city of any 
importance in the State rolled up a big Re- 
publican majority and in scores of them 
which previously had been Democratic strong- 
holds—like Jackson, Grand Rapids, Saginaw, 
Bay City, and others—the Democrats were 
voted out of their long-held positions and Re- 
publicans came into power. Never before 
probably in the History of the State, says 
the Detroit Tribune,“ has there been such a 
complete turnover in city elections.“ As a 
result the municipal administrations of the 
second and third cities of the State will be 
controlled by Republicans. The victory, 
however, was not confined to the cities; town- 
ship and village elections went the same way 
ana the Boards of Supervisors will be con- 
trolled by Republicans in almost every coun- 
ty in the State. 

The same good tidings come from Wiscon- 
sin. In Milwaukee, although the Democrats 
elected their Mayoralty candidate, the result 
was almost a disaster, the majority of nearly 
7.000 of two years ago being reduced about 
one-half. in the Council the Democratic 
majority probably is wiped out. In the State 
at large the Republicans have been successful 
and in the northern part of the State there 
have been great Republican gains. As in 
Michigan, the Republicans have captured 
some old Democratic strongholds and many 
of them which gave Peck handsome major- 
ities last year, such as Chippewa Falls, Wau- 
sau, Merrill, Kenosha, Racine, Ashland, 
Cedarburg, Elkhorn, and others, were re- 
deemed. As an incident of the election 
Judge Frank Fish has defeated ¢x-Senator 
Doolittle in the First Circuit probably by 
1,500 majority.. On the question of license 
ho-license carried the day at Beloit by a re- 
duced majority. Sparta, Viroqua, Elroy, and 
Palmyra also are among the towns voting no- 
license and Trempealeau, River Falls, Reeds- 
burg, Hudson, and Durand among those vot- 
ing for license, 

Ohio is not behind in the Republican pro- 
cession. Cincinnati, on the smallest vote 
polled th that city for many years, rolled up 
an old-time Republican majority. The total 
vote cast was less than 30,000, as against 59,- 
228 last November, but the Republicans, even 
on this light vote, piled up 4,857 majority for 
Judge Moore for Judge of the Superior Court, 
and elected ten out of fifteen candidates for 
the Board of Leyisiation, and eleven out of 
fifteen candidates for the Board of Education. 
The new Board of Legislation will have 20 
Republicans and 10 Democrats, and the new

Meanwhile the scandal became 
known and the people of the country took an 
immense interest in the affair, so much so 
that the populace divided into parties, and the 
feeling finally extended to the Provincial 
* where two distinct factions were trace 
able.

John Maag, who conducts the Milwaukee 
hatchery, says that the eggs are hatching well, 
and that there are practically no imperfect ones 
in the lot. The process of hatching will occupy 
two or three weeks, as some of the eggs were gath- 
ered later than others. It is anticipated that the 
total number of fry propagated this year at the 
Milwaukee boanch will reach between 8,000,000 
and 9,000,000. The fry will all be planted in Lake 
Michigan and Sturgeon and Green Bays. Owing 
to the amount of garbage in the lake off Milwau- 
kee itis doubtful whether the fry will thrive 
there. The work of shipping the fry to be re- 
turned into the lake will begin in a week or ten

In some instances office rents 
have been raised 100 per cent and in others 30. 
In the case of all leases which expire May 1 
an advance is demanded. The insurance peo- 
ple are generally disturbed over the situation. 
They claim that their business requires ground 
floor offices and that the prospects of profit in 
fire insurance this year are not flattering. 
What adds to their feelmg against the land- 
lords is the fact that numerous real-estate 
firms stand ready to pay the added rent for 
their offices. 

Where would the insurance people go if 
they deserted the street in a body? 

They claim that Monroe street, west of La 
Salle, has been more or less deserted by the 
wholesalers and jobbers and that buildings in 
it could easily be transformed into office struct- 
ures,. Several firms, it is said, have negotiat- 
ed with the owner of one building on Monroe 
streét. There is objection to its entrance and 
this the owner so far declines to alter as the 
insurance men wish, 

Contrary to opinions expressed some time 
ago, there has been no advance in rates for 
hotels. The new houses openec and about 
to be opened have placed their risks 
at rates about which there is no com- 
plaint. The theory is that the hotels 
during the World’s Fair, overcrowded as they 
will be, will really be safer then in ordinary 
times. The great number of guests will re- 
quire more running on the part of the serv- 
ants, greater watchfulmess and care, Hastily 
and cheaply built structures in the vicinity, of 
the Fair grounds are not, however, included 
in the desirable hotel risks. It is probable 
that some of these will have to pay stiffly for 
their policies, 

It is stated the New Orleans fire of last Sat- 
urday is likely to influence extensive with. 
drawals of Southern risks. The Fireman’s of 
this city is already canceling its policies 
south of the Ohio River. This section of the 
country is generally regarded as an undesira- 
ble field In comparison with Northern 
methods the idea of proper precautions against 
fire is not carried out. 

A New York dispatch says that the impres- 
sion prevailing that the marine companies had 
been hard hit by the New Orleans fire Is fot 
confirmed. 

An official warning has been issued from 
Lloyds, in London, aimed at various kinds of 
spec ulative insurance. The funds deposited 
at Lloyds are av ailable only for marine losses. 
This is what the warning notice says: 

In view of the increasing number of policies 
effected at Lloyds covering risks not connected 
with marine insurance the committee of Lloyds 
desires to call attention to the fact that the de- 
posits and guarantees lodged with them by un- 
derwriting members as security for their individ- 
ual liabilities contracted at Lloyds are applica- 
ble only to settlement of claims arising upon poli- 
cies which relate to the following subject mat- 
ters of insurance—viz.: Vessels of any description 
(including barges and dredges), cargoes, freight, 
and other interests which may be legally insured 
in, by, or in relation to vessels, cargoes, and 
freight, goods, wares, merchandise, and property 
of whatever description insured for any transit 
by land or water, or both, and whether or not in- 
cluding warehouse risks or similar risks, in addi- 
tion or as incidental to such transit.

Au Agreement Likely to Be Reached This 
Month— Petition to Catch More seul. 
Wasuinoetos, D. C., April 6,—[Special.]— 
Bering Sea matters will in all probability be 
settled before the middle of April satisfacto- 
rily to the Governments of Great Britain and 
the United States, the only obstacle in the way 
at present being the attitude of Canada, 
There bas been considerable correspondence 
by mail and telegraph recently between the 
authorities at London, England ; Ottawa, Can- 
ada; and Washington, as to the demands of 
Canada, and this morning a reply was re- 
ceived tom the Premier of the Dominion. 
What the contents wete the State Department 
ofticials would not divulge, but Secretary 
Blaine immediately communicated with Sir 
Julian Pauncefote, and both diplomats hur- 
ried to the White Howse, where they held a 
half hour’s consultation with the President 
and Gen. John W. Foster. Application has 
been made to the Treasury Department by the 
representatives of the North American Com- 
mercial company for permission to kill 30,000 
male seals this season, instead of 7,500, as was 
the case last year. Originally the application 
called for 60,000 skins, but a scaling down was 
suggested and the number was therefore cut 
in half. This course was suggested by a par- 
agraph in the diplomatic correspondence 
hitherto published. Under date of Feh. 29, 
1892, Sir Julian Pauncefote stated that Lord 
Salisbury would mot object, as a temporary 
measure of precaution, for the season of 1892 
to be prohibitive of all killing at sea within a 
radius of thirty miles around the Pribylov Isl- 
ands, this prohibition bemg made, however 
in the event that the number of seals kille 
on the islands of St. Paul and St. George be 
restricted to 30,000. Accordingly permission 
has been asked by the North American Com- 
mercial company to kill this number of seals,

The passage by the Senate of 
Appropriation bill with the House provision 
directing the President to detail army officers 
as Indian agents in fillmg futare vacancies 
marks a radical departure in Indian legisla- 
tion.

It is believed that the pres- 
ent step is one which will ultimately lead to 
making the Indian Bureau a part of the War 
Department. 

Medal in Memory of Hyam Solomon. 

Representative Chipman has introduced a 
resolution hut horizing a medal to be struck in 
commemoration of the great service to his 
country of Hyam Solamon, a Polish Hebrew 
who was a rich banker of Philadelphia dut- 
ing the Revolutionaty war.
